. . . Gromyko May Ease Demands 


HERE IN LINCOLN 


Geneva 
Christian Herter and his allies Tuesday 
threatened for the seeond successive day to walk out of 
the Big 4 talks unless Russia quickly reduces its terms for 
a Berlin truce But Andrei Gromyko refused to budge. 


Gromyko’s exchanges with 
the foreign ministers of the 
U.S., Britain and France at a 
2 ’ 2 hour secret session were 
sometimes bitter and angry. 
It emerged some h o u r s 
later, however, that the West­ 
ern warnings may have iolted 
t h e 
Russians. 
Communi.st 
.sources spread word t h a t 
Gromyko 
mav 
c o m e 
up 
Wedne.sday with modified de­ 
mands in a bid to unsnarl the 
negotiations. 
The head-on clash between 
Herter and Gromyko left the 
Big 4 conference in a state of 
almost unrelieved gloom and 
crisis. 
U.S.. British, French and 
Soviet delegation spokesmen 
all agreed that no progress 
had been made and that a 
break in g-point c o u l d come 
next week. 
But some gleams of hope 
remained. Ever-cautious U.S. 
and British officials expressed 
the view that Gromyko, on 
the orders of Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev, mav yet cut his 
price for a Berlin deal 
They ruled out the likeli- 
hood of a breakup before next 
week 
S eek Mid d le Grou n d 
There was a chance thal 
both East and West would 
during that interval try to 
modify their conditions on the 
key points that divide them. 
The issue Tuesday, for the 
third conference session in a 
row. centered on Gromyko’s 
demand for bringing the two 
Germany’s face to face to 
help chart a way toward re­ 
unification and a peace set­ 
tlement. 
The Western powers have 
rejected this and .Monday put 
forward 
their 
compromise. 
This would make the Big 4 a 
continuing conference to ne­ 
gotiate on a (ierman settle­ 
ment. East and West Ger­ 
many would sit in as advi.sers 
but would not enter‘into di­ 
rect negotiations if the Big 
4 should decide this is nec­ 
essary.

He also said Summerfield 
apparently had acted on the

of

passages 
lifted from the book rather 
than on the entire novel. 
“ The decision of the post­ 
master general that it is ob­ 
scene and therefore non-mail­ 
able is conlrary to law and 
clearly erroneous,” B r v a n 
ruled 
The judge said he would 
sign an order at noon Wednes­ 
day lifiting the “ illegal” ban 
of the book from the mails.

would l)€ guided by a “ high 
.sense of ethics.’* But he said 
legi.slation might be needed 
to cover the “ rare” excep­ 
tions. 
He 
w a r n e d , 
however, 
against 
legislation 
which 
would be too harsh and pre­ 
vent use of valuable skills ac­ 
quired during long military 
careers. 
He 
said 
it 
would 
be 
a 
“ great mistake” to prohibit 
Adm 
Hyman G 
Rickovcr, 
when he retires, from con­ 
tributing “ his skill and knowl­ 
edge to .some company to 
help with .some ot our future 
scientific and defen.se prob­ 
lems.”

who had received 4 shots and 
a 22-year-old man who had 
receive no shots were the 
Lancaster C o u n t y cases.
